Companion Saved Alter Two Hours 
In Water, 


Edward Appelberg, age 42 met 
death by druwning in Lake Margrethe 
Sunday when the boat, in which he 
Wahlstrum were fishing, 
capsized. T.ey were about a half 
mile off Danish landing. 

The two rien had been fishing in 
the morning and came to shore for 
their dinners and put out again to con- 
tinue their Jay’s plans. It was soon 
after noon that the accident occurred. 
T.ey had been fishing at one place 
and decided to pull up anchor and 
move to another and Appelberg, ac- 
cording to Mr. Wahlistrum’s story, was 
pulling in one of the anchors, which 
had sunken deeply into the soft bot- 
tom of the lake, wien it suddenly let 
joose and he overbalanced and fell in- 
to the water. This tipped the boat 
just in time to allow a big wave to roll 
into it. Wahlistrum leaned to the op- 
posite side uf the boat and it turned 
turtle. 
water. The wind was strong and the 
lake was in consequence very rough. 
The men clung to the over-turned boat 
and tried to turn it right side up but 
each time it would roll entirely over 
and could not be controlled. 

Both men were good swimmers, 
T.ey tried so loosen the anchors anid!

ter but the rope céuld not be loosened. 
Their knives vere in the boat when it 
capsized anq were lost.

Gocd Crowds AtteMd Schools at Fred- 
eric and Grayling. 


Crawford county’s two land clear- 
ing schools which were held at Fred- 
eric and Grayling Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday were great successes from the 
viewpoint of local residents ang the 
Men in charge of the demonstrations. 
Attendance exceeded expectations at 
both schools and those who participa- 
ted in tie course of instruction were 
surprised at the efficiency of the mod- 
ern, practical methods introduced by 


the corps of specialists brought here 
by the Michigan Agricultural college. 

According to L. F.. Livingston, land 
clearing. specialist for the agricultur- 
al college, the number of farmers who 
Participated in the course of instruc- 


tion at Frederic under the “learn by! 


doing” met: oq exceeded any of the 
schools held since the special train 
left Cheboygan on the 18th of Sep- 
tember. : 

The school at Frederic,was held un- 
der the auspices of a. gommittee con- 
sisting of Chas. Craven, Eli Forbush 
and Floyd Gos. orn of Frederic town- 
ship and James Knibbs, Arthur Howse 
and John Anderson of Maple Forest 
township and County Agricultural 
agent R. D. Bailey, and the demon- 
stration made on the farm of Arthur 
Howse, five miles east of Frederic. 

Although the ‘school did not start 
until noon three acres of fine clay 
Joam Jad were cleaned of tie heavy 
stumpage and for the most part piled 
in shape for burning. No attempt 
was made at the spectacular nor were 
there any “white collared” instructors 
among the men responsible for the 
sc: ools. Every one of the extension 
meniseemed)to have a particular j‘job” 
which as filled with dispatch and 
efficiency. 

According to the committeemen at 
Frederic there was, wit: one excep- 
tion, a representation fram every 
farmer’s family within a radius of 
seven miles of the Howse farm. 
Among the many old residents attend- 
ing the school were, Edward Kellogg, 
Conrad Howse, James Knibbs, Alfred 
Nep: ew, Archie Howse r., Oscar 
Charron, Geo. Thomas, John Howse, 
Will Woodburn, Henry Verlinda and 
Henry Feldhauser with twelve sons. 

The Grayling sc: ool, was held on 
the R. Hanson farm alfalfa field 
which is operated by Tony Nelson, 
Thursday from eight oclock in tue 
morning until four in the afternoon. 
- In the forenoon there were about 
150 persons present, representing all 
townships. The crowd was very much 
‘larger in the afternoon, and conspicu- 
ous in the crowd was the presence of 
many pupils of the agricultural and 
science classes of the High School. 

Demonstrations were made of picric 
acid, dynamite, and several kinds of 
power machinery including a gin pole 
stump piler and the Fordson tractor. 

These sc.ools were made possible 
through the co-operation of t:.e North- 
eastern Michigan Development Bu- 
reau, the Atlas Powder Co., E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours & Co., the Hercules 
Powder Co., the A. J. Kirstin Co., the 
La Plant C.oate Mfg. Co., the Mar- 
tinson Mfg. Co., the Ford Motor Co., 


and the Michigan Central railroad. 

The Michigan Central furnished the 
necessary equipment for transporting 
the machinery and men and was rep- 
resente; by W. H. Hill, agricultural 
agent and E. J. Leenhouts, assistant 
agricultural agent, for tue New York 
Central lines, west. The six car train 
which included dining, sleeping and 
freight facilities stood in the back- 
ground of the Hanson farm while 
stumps flew. 

Among the interesting and practi- 
cal devices used in connection with the 
schools, all of w: ich were new in this 
section were Paul Bunyan’s hammer, 
the Frost trip and the handy or scis- 
sors stone boat. 

Paul Bunyan’s hanimer, or the mal- 
let stump puller, consisted of a log 18 
inches in diameter and 30 inches long, 
of cedar or white pine, throug, which 
was a Handle 6 inches in diameter ang 
6 feet long, of seasuned ironwood. 

This stump puller is a simple home- 
made device which does not cost one 
cent to construct and which will mul- 
tiply the puli of ycur team six times 
wien the handle is in an upright po- 
sition. Many times the stump or 
fragment of stump too solid to be 
pulled by a team Wfone and rather 
than strain the team or break the har- 
ness, the Mullet Fuller can be used 
with no lost time. 

_it is made by cutting or burning a 
six inch hole throug: the log and 
wedging in the handle. There is very 
little strain on the log, hence the light- 
est_ woo, obtainable should be used. 

T.e puller was operated by placing 
the log as close to tue stump as pos- 
sible with the handle laying in an up- 
right position against the stump. A 
heavy chain with a “corner-bind” or 
“fid hook” attac.ment is placed 
around the stump as low as possible 
and around the handle at the point 
where it eniers the log. It is essen- 
tial that this chain be tight as the 
vreatest leverage is obtained when the 
handle is in an upright position. An 
crdinary draft chain is hooked to the 
top of the handle and to the double 
trees. This chain should be used full 
length as the draft comes too high on 
the horses when the chain is hooked 
short. 

An iron bolt through the log to keep 
the handle from coming out, an eye 
bolt at the top of the handle, and 
some sheet metal at the lower end of 
tie handle to keep the chain from 
wearing are all good additions but are 
not in any way. essential. 

The handy stone boat consisted of 
2 hardwood planks 2 x 12 x 6, one 
hardwood plank 2 x 6 x 28 inches and 
two % x 5 inch bolts with washers. 

This stone boat is very handy in 
moving stone which are one to three 
feet in diameter, The best asset of 
the mac: ine is that it requires no la- 
bor or “back work” in loading or un- 
Joading. It cost practically nothing 
end can be made from materials on 
every farm. 

It is made by rounding off an end 
cf each plank and boring a two inch 
hole in that end for the chain to whic. 
the team ean be attached. The plank 
are placed side by side four inches 
apart. T.e inside edges are bevelled. 
The short plank is bolted across the 
end opposite the round points, one 
bolt in each plank. 

When a stone is to be moved the 
plank are spread so that one goes on 
each side of t.e stone. A chain to 
which the team is attached is fasten- 
ed to the hole in each plank. As the 
team goes a: ead the planks close to- 
gether and the stone is lifted and 
moved to a desireg point. To untoad, 
the chain ig removed from one plank 
so the team can gpread the boat allow- 
ing the stone to rest on the ground. 

The Frost trip is a device used for 
piling stumps and is similar to a+ ay

The demonstrators and their equip- 
ment left Grayling Wednesday night 
for West Branch where a similar 
school will be conducted.

This added to 
the pleasure of the dccasion accord- 
ing to reports. 


Another revelation of the day was 
the way in which the Fordson tract- 
ors performed. After the stumps 
were blasted they finished them up 
by yanking them out of the ground 
and hauling them to the stump pile. 
It was remarkable the way they got 
around ang the power they showed. 
They seemed easy to operate and 
part of the time a young lady was 
doing the driving and seémed to get 


along as well as the veteran drivers.

IMPORTANT POINTS IN COWS 
Missouri Expert Teils Just What to 
Look for in Buying High 
Producing Cattle. 

“The man does not live who can 
pick the good cows from the poor ones 
without ever making a mistake," says 
W. W. Swett, of the Missouri College 
of Agriculture. “Even the best judges 
sometimes make a mistake. But there 
are certain points about the dairy cow 
thatare almost always associated with 
high production.” 7 

The udder ghould be deep, wide and 
jong with good attachments. It should 
be evenly developed, level on the floor 
and’equipped witt teats of good and 
ualform size, symmetrically placed. It 
ghoul} also be soft and pliable, indi- 
enting that it consists of secreting 
cells ruther than flesh. 

A good set of milk veins indicates 
that the udder is well supplied with 
blood. Long, crooked milk veins en- 
tering large wells or openings through 
the body wall are usually assoctated 
with high production. 

A cow cannot be a maximum and 
continuous producer unless she has 
a strong constitution. Vitality and 
strength of constitution .are indicated 
by broud, open nostril, and a chest 


i which Is deep and broad. 


Feed capacity ts essential. In order 
to produce heavily a cow must con- 
sume Jarge quantities of feed and 
water. A barrel which is long, broad 


and deep indicates a large capacity

Type Are Used, 


and good production. A large cow 
Neurly always has the advantage in 
production, provided she fs not de- 
ficlent in other points. 

Alertness In temperament is an as- 
set, and a sluggish cow is seldom a 
high producer. Dairy temperament 
Includes those characteristics which 
indieate that the cow's feed is used 
for the production of milk rather than 
for body fat. Angularity, prominent 
lack of heaviness and flesh, 
and the presence of the triple wedges 
are good indications. 

Quality refers to the handling or 
Pliability of the hide, the refinement

HERDS TESTED DURING JUNE 


Of a Total of 250,886 Examined 8,810 
Reacted, Disclosing 3)> Per Cent 
Tuberculous Cattle. 


Cattle officially tested during June, 
y9v2, for tuberculosis, numbered 250,- 
S856, according to a summary issued 
by the bureau of animal tndustry, 
United Stutes Department of Agricul- 
ture. This figure exceeds the normal 
amount of tuberculin’ testing by sev- 
eral thousand, Of all the cattle tested, 
§,810 reacted, thus disclosing about 
4% per cent of tuberculous cattle. 

The removal of such animals from 
herds otherwise healthy is gradually 
bringing about better health among 
farm live stock, Safer milk supplies, 
and many economic benefits. The pope 
ularity of tuberculosis eradication is 
evidenced*’by the length of the list of 
herds waiting to be tested. At the 
end of June there were applications 
on file fur the testing of 85,239 herds, 
vontaining more thun half a million 
cattle.

WOULD GIVE ADRIANOPLE AND 
THRACE FOR FREEDOM 
’ OF STRAITS. 


MUST LEAVE NEUTRAL ZONES 


Kemallsts Must Also Pledge Them- 
selves Not To Cross Dardan- 
elles During Negotiations. 


Parls—Freedom of the Turkish 
straits and extension of Turkish sov- 
ereignty into eastern Thrace (Buro- 
pean territory) are two of the main 
principles contained in the collect- 
ive note which France, Great Britain 
and Italy have sent to Turkey. This 
note contains the formula for the pro- 
posed Near East peace conference. 

The British are understood to have 
agreed to give Adrianople to the 
Turks and extend the Turkish fron- 


tier 136 miles northwestward from 
Constantinople along the Maritza 
river. This would bring the line vir- 


tually to the point it oceupied prior 
to the first Balkan war in 1912 when 
the Turkish and Bulgarian’ boundaries 
in Thrace joined one another. 


Chief of the conditions which the | 


Angora gOvernment must accept are 
as follows: 

1. The Kemalists must refrain 
from sending troops into the provi- 
sional neutral zones during the peace 
negotiations; 

2. The Turkish straits are to be 
freed or internationalized and this 
freedom is to be held inviolate by the 
League of Nations; 

3. The Turks must pledge them- 
selves not to cross the Dardanelles, 


Sea of Murmora or Bosphorus into 
Europe during the negotiations; 
4. Christian minorities in Asia 


Minor are to be protected. 

The Allies, on their side, agree to 
withdraw their tréops from Constan- 
tinople as soon as the Near East 
Peace treaty is effective, and to ad- 
mit Turkey into the League of Na- 
tions so that she will bear a share of 
the responsibility for keeping the 
Turkish gtraits neutral. 

lf the Turks agree to the conditions 
and a@ peace conference is’ actually 
summoned, the treaty resulting from 
it will take the place of the treaty of 
Sevres, which gave Thrace, including 
the city of Adrianople, to Greece.

Strike a “Conspiracy.” 


Chicago—With the concerted action 
of the shop crafts in striking held to 
be a “conspiracy,” in the opinion 
handed down Sept, 23 by Federal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson in the re! 
straining order prayed for by Attor- 
ney-General Daugherty, plans for a 
bitter legal battle to nullify the 
court's opinion have been started by 
attorneys for the defendants, assisted 
by attorneys for other railroad organ- 
izations working in harmony with the 
American Federation of Labor. 

In the opinion of the: government 
Judge Wilkerson’s decision was hail- 
ed as a clear cut victory with respect 
to the future handling of strikes. .

New Brunswick, N. J.—The theory 
that a blackmai! plot led to the slay- 
ing of the Rev, Edward Wheeler Hall, 
rector of the fashionable church of 
St. John the Evangelist, and Mrs. 
James Mills, member. of the choir, 
and wife of the church sexton, was 
strengthened Sunday when Somerset 
and Middlesex county authorities 
learned that two strange Italians 
flashed revolvers in New Brunswick 
the night before the double murder. 

The two Italians are known to have 
spent the night before the killing on 
a barge in the Raritan canal.
